ESCUE OR PUNISHMENT? 
Since old Mother Eve yielded to 
that malign temptation, gave to the 
man and he did eat, and the angel 
with the faming sword came down and 
drove tne pair out of Paradise, crime 
and punishment have formed too much 
of the history of humanity. Readers 
of the Aistory of Rome recall the old 
Mamertine prison, the first built in the 
city by the Tiber, and built very shortly 
after the founding of the colony. The 
history of every city, State and na- 
tion from that day to this has been 

very much a history of prisons. 

The fundamental conception of pe- 
»nology in the minds of men has been 
the protection of society. It is much 
to be feared that the interests of the 
criminal have Deen forgotten. The his- 
tory of jurisprudence is crowded with 
the names of men whose fame depends 
upon their prosecution of crime. Tae 
incorruptible Brutus condemning his 
own sons for their.offences fs far from 
an isolated case. But on the other side 
there fis but one hero immortalized by 
his endeavors to ameliorate the condi- 
tion of the criminal condemned to the 
prison cell. Howard's name _ stands 
alone in this respect. ) 

All too late the problem of saving 
the crimina) from himself has found a 
place in people’s minds. There has 
been more progress in penology in tais 
respect during a century past than in 
all the centuries before it. This ob- 
servation is particularly true when ap- 

to youthful criminals. It is only 
nh our own day that the boy or the 
girl just entered into the “teens” has 
oceuptied the attention of penvciogists. 
Heretofore they have been packed tnio 
‘jails with hardened criminals, where 
they spend their lives in a scaool of 
crime, daily becoming more and more 
hardened. We may well take to our- 
selves, in this generation, a very large 
measure of seif-satisfaction In the re- 
flection that we are doing something 
in the way of reformatory influences 
to save criminals from their own pro- 
Clivities, and especially to save youth- 
ful offenders not only from their dis- 
position to go wrong, but from further 
contamination. 

The World Today, in a recent issue, 
gives an analysis of these reformatory 
efforts in the State of Illinois. Of 2000 
boys put in. the reform schools of Illi- 
nois, it is said tnat 65 per cent., or 
4300, were rescued from a criminal ca- 
reer, These 1300 young men now are 
engaged in gainful occupations, and 
are living a life useful to the general 
public instead of dangerous and detri- 
mental, and happy to themselves, They 
are earning salaries of from $20 up to 
$100 a month, and the average annual 
earnings of these young men rescued 
from a criminal course @re as much as 
$650,000. 

There have been 6000 boys paroled 
from the institution from whose rec- 
ords these figures were taken, and if 
the same average of reformation —— 
prevail, the annual earnings of the 
per cent. of the 6000 boys would re

During 
tHe past week the vernal equinox has 
taken place. We all understand what 
that is. The sun ©ccupying a. fixed 
position in the heavens, the earth ro- 
tating on its axis every twenty-four 
hours, and completing its course in a 
great orbit around the sun once a 
year, are the main objects in the pic- 
ture before our mind. If the orbit of 
the earth were a plain circle, the sun 
would rise every day in the year upon 
the equator and follow that imaginary 


line around the globe once every twen-/| 


ty-four hours. But inasmuch ag the 
earth in its annual course around the 
sun vibrates in a great spiral, for six 
months from north ta south and for 
six months more from south.to north, 
the sun does not rise tn the true east 
except at the equinoxes, one the twen- 
ty-first of March, the other the 
twenty-first of September of each 
year. The other days of the year the 
sun either rises north of the equdtor 
or south of the equator, not at the 
true east on any day except these 
two; and only on these two days does 
it follow the line of the equator for

Individual owners of wa- 
ter stock, of course, can hold it at any 
price they please. 

Under the Homestead Act a settler 
may take up 160 acres on payment of 
nominal filing fees, and may obtain 
title by residing for five years on the 
land. Or, after fourteen months, he 
may purchase the land outright for 
$1.25 an acre. 

There is little, if any, vacant public 
land in the irrigation districts already 
formed and provided with systems of 
water distribution. Land within the 
districts can be bought only from pri- 
vate owners at market prices, but at 
present tnere seems to be little dispo- 
sition to sell. As the canal system is 
extended, new districts will be formed,

AT NEW YORK MARKETS, 
Nevelty in Metropolitan Market Is 
BSartiett Pear from South Africa. 
Some of This Fruit Sells for Nine 
Dollars a Dozen—Considerable De-

The packing would have made 
even inferior fruit attractive. but inas- 
much as all fruit shipped from South 
Africa is subject to rigid government 
inspection only the best ever gets out 


‘of the country. The fruit reached here 


in perfect condition. There was scarce- 
ly a speck upon any pear. The boxes 
each carried from eighteen to twenty- 
five. and sold at $3 per box. 

The consignees, Steinhardt and Kel- 
leg, say that the demand for this fan- 
cy fruit te far larger than the mag oe d 
and that the only difficulty they ha 
to contend with ts the fact that 7 
tallers are charging extreme figures. 
thus curtailing consumption. When

The. main thing that California has 
to consider now is the actual compe- 
tition of Florida and the potential 
competition of Porto Rico. Florida's 
competition is practically over for this 
year, but Porto Rico is still sending 
fruit, some of it good and much of it 
competing harmfully with California. 
Yet the market for Californias has not 
suffered materially except on occa- 
sions when the weather has been un- 
favorable. The 1500 cars shortage has 
helped keep the market up and prob- 
ably it has held prices high enough to 
compensate for the loss in quantity. 

Recent auctions have shown that 
buyers prefer Californias, notwith- 
standing the offerings of other sorts 
of fruit. Unquestionably there has 
been a remarkable increase in demand, 
as compared with two or Hg years 
ago, and unquestionably, too, this de- 


lively tussle which resulted 


mand can be increased indefinitely by 
shipping te the Bast only such fruit 


as is wanted. The short-sighted pol- 
fey of shipping poor fruit with the ex- 
pectation that this market will ab- 
sorb it has resulted in serious losses 
in the past. If shippers have learned 
their lesson, the market will be better 
continuously and sales will be on a 
higher level.

So long as the goal of the best human endeavor is 
riches, and so long as the necessary advantages to the 
completion of a life of educative interest, and of produc- 
tive intelligence in our day, absolutely require a finan- 
cial basis, it is useless to decry the general trend toward 
those occupations and employments that hold out the 
much-prized inducement of earning an equitable share 
of the world’s money. For in a civilization of constantly 
increasing complexity, not only are the positively poor 
at an enormous disadvantage in any attempt to com- 
pete against the rich, but even those of moderate means. 
although otherwise strong and brave, are often forced 
‘to recede owing to the more powerful equipment of the 
better financed opponent. 


Hence it is equally useless to argue that the world’s 
loftiest souls, those who have in the past contributed 
most to what in the present is of highest moral and spir- 
itual value, were of the poorest in an economic sense. It 
is all in vain under existing conditions, to relate, for 
instance, the noble sacrifices of Saint Francis and to de- 
. tail the devout asceticism of the members of his conse- 
crated order. At a time of the world’s moral and re- 
ligious history, when every virtuous deed on earth was 
actuated and executed in the fervent expectation of rec- 
ompense in heaven, the renunciation of all worldly pos- 
session was not a difficult task to deeply earnest and 
faithful individuals. 


We have said that it is of no avail to set forth such ex- 
treme instances of self-abnegation with our twentieth- 
century standards of material prosperity and success. . 
Nor would we exhort to imitation or emulation of Mid- 
dle-Age asceticism; an ideal of life unadapted to the 
needs and development of an age dominated by a more - 
rational conception of the purpose of religion, and by an 
increasingly progressive view of morality. Again, far 
be it from us to assert that mankind in general is no 
longer sensible to the heroic efforts of saints and mar- . 
tyrs, however mistaken they may be from our point of 
view. Granting all the goodness and all the glory that 
properly attach to high purpose and to sincere, self- 
sacrificing practice, men and women of today, neverthe- 
less urged on by the material demands of our time, are 
prone to regard the practical aspects of every proposi- 
tion even to the exclusion of its ethical or spiritual 
import..

in the hut, and, as usual, unveiled. She had a 
her breast, and there were a half dozen small chi 
sprawling over the floor. Indeed, we had to step 
fully at first for fear of tramping a baby, but as 
eyes became accustomed to the darkness we got along 
very well. 

In this house there was no sign of what we call fur- 

niture. There were neither chairs nor tables. The 
members of the family were sitting around a pile of figs 
which they were sorting as we entered. They sit on the 
floor and eat squatting about the single bowl which usu- 
ally contains the main dish of each meal. They eat 
with wooden spoons, using a common knife. They eat 
most things with their fingers, and often break up bread 
and soak it in the soup or stew. They have meat about 
once a week, but their chief diet consists of fruit and of 
bread made of wheat or other grain. They grind their 
meal themselves, sometimes in the family mill and 
sometimes in one belonging to the village in common. 
- In a little home like this the winter supplies of the 
family are stéred. One of the receptacles I noticed was 
a stone jar for figs, with a hole in the bottom to allow 
the juice to run out; another was a larger vessel of the 
same material for wheat of corn. The latter would hold 
perhaps twenty bushels. There was also a large clay 
jar for the olive oil, which is made on the little home 
farm and pressed out by the family. | 

I asked where the cooking was done, and in reply the 
woman pointed to a hole in the floor in one corner of 
the hut. The floor is the bare rock, so that there is no 
danger of fire. 

Sheep and Donkeys Sleep With the People. 

- As I looked about me, I heard a sheep bleating. It 
was apparently right under my feet, and turning around 
I saw a long-eared ram and a nanny goat looking at me 
from under a shelf at the back of the hut. This shelf 
was the chief sleeping-place of the family, and the space 
below it served as a stable. There were some chickens 
in the same plece, and at night the donkeys and other 
animals belonging to the family are brought in and afl 
sleep together. These Kabyle sheep are tame, and they 
follow their mastérs from place to place like dogs. The 
people have many sheep, which they pasture on the 
mountains in one common flock watched by a shepherd. 
The sheep and goats are brought into town every night. 
As soon as they enter the village each runs for its own 
home and remains there until morning. 

Some of these Kabyle women are fine-looking. The 
wife of my host was about 20, and she would have been. 
considered pretty in any crowd of American maidens. 
Her cheeks were rosy and her features as regular as 
those of the Venus de Medici. She wore a dress of 


. bright red calico which came almost to her feet, but | 


still showed the heavy silver rings about her bare 
ankles. She had heavy earrings and bracelets. Around 
her neck was a chain to which many ornaments were 
hung, and her breast was covered with great pins of 
white metal set with bright-colored stones. I venture 
that she had at least two pounds of jewelry upon her.

Nearly all the Kabyle women I have seen are tattooed, 
even the poorest wear more or less jewelry. Out- 
many are ragged, and those who go through 
streets have their skirts so pulled up that they show 
large expanse of bare calf. I see them doing all sorts 
hard labor. They carry water from the village well 
in clay jars; they gather the wood needed for cooking, 
not a few labor out in the fields. Indeed their situ- 
ation makes one think of the vaudeville song: 


“Oh, the women do the work, do the work, |

The Kabyle men are a strange combination of thritt- 
ness and laziness. I saw many of them loafing about 
the streets, while the women passed by loaded with all 
sorts of burdens. While at home they let their wives 
do as much as they will, but at the same time they will 
hire out to the French farmers of the Tell to aid in 
planting and harvesting the crop. At such times they 
make from 40 to 60 cents a day, and save almost the 
whole of it. They are accumulative, and many of them 
amass small fortunes of a few hundred dollars or so. 


Indeed, these people have many qualities which dis- 
tinguish them from the Arabs and Moors, by whom they 
are surrounded. Their white blood crops out in their 
desire for independence and self-government. They are 
ruled by the French, but as to local matters they gov- 
ern themselves. Each town its a little republic, with its 
own council and a public meeting-house where town 
affairs are discussed. It has its own municipal laws 
and elects its own officials. Each village has a mosque 
and a school. The school is supplied with teachers by 
the French, and the children are taught to speak and 
write French as well as Arabic. The mosques are rude 
affairs, but the Kabyles go to them regularly and face 
Mecca as they pray. They are naturally religious, but 
they have changed the Mohammedan faith to suit them- 
selves, and they have their own ideas of morals, right 
and justice. Many of them are intelligent, and alto- 
gether they have most of the qualities which have made 
the white race the ruling one in other parts of the 


world.

On Easter morning these buds, gathered on Palm Sun 
day and, awakened by the breeze of the swaying palm 
branches waved above them and the call of the bells, 
are brought forth, put in water where they quickly open, 
and carried to the church for the second mass. 

Over in Roumania another peculiar palm service is 

‘held. Great armfuls of palms are carried to a hill called 
Palmeato on the afternoon preceding Palm Sunday, and 
here at dusk the priests march chanting and swinging 
the censers. They hold a short service among them- 
selves during which the Holy Ghost is supposed to hover 
over the palms in blessing. Holy water is sprinkled 
over the greens, and the priests march away. The en- 

tire village stand in their doorways watching for the 
return of the priests, who say as they pass their people: 
“It has been accomplished; go thon to the hill for thy 
blessing.” 

As soon as the priests reach the church the cathedral 
bell is tolled as a signal to the people that the hour for 
the march to Palmeato has come. They go in an or- 
derly procession and the blessed palms are gathered by 
five of the oldest men of the village, selected for that 
purpose, and distributed among the waiting multitude. 

Slowly wending their way to the top of Palmeato the 
crowd marches on singing ballads of the resurrection 
of Lazarus. The song grows to volume as the. 
hilltop is reached and dies away as the palm-bearing 
procession wends its way down the opposite side. 

Before sunrise on Sunday morning the young people 
carrying their palms with great care, go to the wells and

HE lei or floral necklace is one of the most typi- 

cal a8 well as one of the most poetic and beautiful 

characteristics of the Hawaitan Islands. It is the 
formal and tangible expression of joyful welcome or 
regretful parting. It is “Aloha” expressed in terms of 
flowers and colors. The Hawaiians wore leis before 
they wore clothes. The primitive, instinctive love of 
the prima] savage for bright colors and gaudy decora- 
tion found its expression in these circlets of flowers, 
The custom has come down through the years till peo- 
ple of every nationality in Hawaii have adopted it, none 
more surely than the Americans. : 

‘The original lei was made of the royal ilima blossoms, 
whose orange-colored petals so closely resemble the tis- 
sue paper imitation that the difference cannot be de- 
tected save by the sense of touch. These ilima leis 
were the royal leis, and when the young and beautiful 
Princess Kaiulani lay robed for her burial in the mau- 
soleum of the Kamehamehas, her bier was laden with 
hundreds of these golden leis. The natives still carry 
them to her tomb and, when I! visited it on her birth- 
day, I found many of these beautiful leis brought by 
loving friends, their Aloha nui in memoriam for their 
young and beloved princess. 

The most effective and now the most common leis are 
- made of carnations, scarlet and pink and white, and the 


natives make them very fast. The carnations in Ha- | 


waii are much smaller than those grown in California, 
but they are very vividly colored and are intensely sweet. 
The women break off the stem at the end of the calyx, 
then bite off the calyx, thus stripping the petals of their 
sheath, and they fall loose from the bit of stem. They 
“are next strung on a strand of dried grass and are then 
ready to be tied about the wearer’s neck. Some of them 
are made quite long, so that they hang quite to the 
ground, and many are intertwined with glossy -leafed 
maille, the smilax of Hawaii which somewhat resembles 
the laurel and is very beautiful. This mailie is very 
fragrant, and a sweet toilet. water is made from its pun- 
gent leaves. Occasionally a lei is made of twe colors, 
but usually but one is used. The plumeria, a cream-

We left the Edendale car at its northern terminus and 
followed the Glendale track as it continued northward. 
The hillslopes on either side of the way were dark with 
young groves of eucalyptus trees, beautiful in their lithe 
slenderness.

One cannot appreciate this scene as he 
rushes into it on the speeding car. It needs to be ap- 
proached slowly, in order that no detail of its beauty 
take fright and run away e’er one can get near enough 
to enjoy it. | 

The roadbed was cut into the side of the hills here— 
the hills of the Santa Monica Range, which has given 
Elysian Park to an admiring public—and the yellow clay 
walls rose at the left, colored here and there with young 
greenness. Down below, on the other side, was the old 
wagon road, upon which fronted occasional ranch 
houses, surrounded by the fruit orchards for which this 
valley is famous. 

We stopped when we came to the trestle, and sat 
down to wait for the next car to pass.

Splendid old live oaks 
thickly covered the hillsides, here, along the south side 
of the road, and a stretch-of barley field lay just below the 
hills. This was a long walk, which led straight into 
Griffith Park, throughout its length skirting the hills 
on one side and following the general lines of the river 
on the other. Soon the zanja at our side began to show 
a considerable wetness, and looked decidedly picturesque 
under its willow canopy. | 

The gateway into Griffith Park was marked by a mag- 
nificent sycamore, which appeared ancient and honorable 
enough to embody the spirit of some monarch of an- 
tiquity. In its leafless state the grotesquely crooked 
twigs and branches wrote strange hieroglyphics agaiyst 
the blue parchment of the sky. Then the space between 
the road and the hill slope began to show a thick growth 
of coarse mustard, which we knew would in two months’ 
time be from eight to ten feet in height and so dense 
as to be aJomst impenetrable. We had now reached a 
point where the hills curved out to meet the road, and 
a distinct trail up the outer ridge was the middle course 
offered between a narrow cafion and the open wagon- 
way. We turned abruptly to the left and ascended a 


knoll crowned by two especially fine oaks, and then

The mountains just 
north of the San Fernando Valley are singularly reg- 
ular in their formation, and slope downward with the 
long, flowing lines of a very gentle waterfall. The long 
course of the river, as it lay just beneath us, was inter- 
esting in its whimsical] windings, and the willows on its 
brink were not so full leafed yet as to obscure the trunks 
and branches, which stood forth in clear relief. While 
the stream was not large, it was undgniably picturesque, 
and we were so far above it that it held the tone of 
deeper waters.

The freighted clouds at anchor lie.” 

There were a few freighted clouds trailing their pur- 
ple shadows over the mountains now, though the sky 
had been spotlessly blue when we started out; but above 
us tiny scudding clouds had spread themselves, edge to 
edge, until they fitted, like fish scales, over a large part 
of the sky. A day of broken shine and shade is the 
most beautiful kind for an outing. 

All about us was the green mountain growth. Holly 
and the darker chaparral, with its tiny waxen blos- 
soms, predominated, but there were no wild flowers. We 
finally followed the trail, as it turned southwestward, and 
here we found a gentler growth of fine, young, beautiful 
grass, and the softly shaded grays and greens of the 
aromatic shrubs. On this cross ridge we paused to look 
down more closely upon the San Fernando Valley, with 
the town of Burbank marking its western limit. The hills 
curved in at this point, from south to west, as if they 
had placed an affectionate arm around the lovely little 
nook just below, which was the Fern Cafion of Griffith 
Park. Along the opening of this unusually picturesque 
cafion some thoughtful individual has caused to grow a 
long, long line of tame young pepper trees, which look 
about as much in keeping as a constellation of kerosene 
lamps around a cathedral altar. The afternoon light, 
striking against them, projected shadows as long and 
slender as of poplar or cypress trees, which lay on the 
white roadway like the regular quarter and eighth-inch 
markings on a ruler. 


Then our pathway began to rise again, and we found | 


ourselves facing the loveliest of tender green hillsides, 
which, like “fresh lawns appeared, under the opening 
eyelids of the dawn,” only it happened to be the clos- 
ing eyelids of afternoon. The western light came over 
the hilltops, with just enough of a slant to give the 


effect of fairly filtering through the delicate grass and 


dripping from the oak trees. There was no tall growth |

Des Moines, capital of Iowa, has formally decided that {ts 
name is not of French extraction. 


The discussion was brought to a crisis three years 
ago when an erudite Down East writer in a magazine 
demanded that “the early French explorers, such as La 
Salle, Hennepin. Dubuque and Des Moines should be 
adequately represented at the St. Louis Exposition. 


The debate seems to have settled that Des Moines was 
not named after any early French explorer, that there 
never was such a proper name, and that there was no 
good philological explanation of the name. 

The name comes from the Indians, declares a writer 
in Queries.

It was originally a pure Indian name, but a series of 
accidental corruptions have made it apparently a French 
word, Its meaning in the Indian tongve has been ut- 
terly lost. 

It was supposed for many years, under the theory 
that the name was French, that it meant “the monks,” 
but investigation utterly disproved this, The French 
who came after the name was adapted to French forms 
were the most mystified as to its meaning in French.—

VERY extraordinary movement is at present agi- | 
A tating a number of our Indian tribes, which, con- | 
-%stantly suffering from interference and annoyance | 
by the whités, are anxious to dispose of their lands and | 
depart for Mexico, taking with them their cattle, horses | 
and other portable property. If the thing can be man- 
aged, they would like the government to pay over to 
them the many millions of dollars now to their credit 
in the Treasury, in order that they may use the money 
to purchase thactg suitable for their occupancy in the re-.

This movement in question is being led by the Kicka- 
poos, who are even now engaged in a straggling sort of 
migration out of the United.States and into Mexico; and 
a number of other tribes, including the Cherokees, Choc- 
taws, Kiowas, Wichitas, Caddos, and Pottawattomies, 
are eager to follow in their footsteps. They are con- 
vinced that they would be much happier in the land of 
“mafiana,” where they would be free from molestation, 


The fact is undeniable that our government has not 
given to these Indians adequate protection against en- 
croachment and annoyance by the whites. So far as the 


to Mexico a good many years ago, and, being estab- 
lished on a reservation provided for them in that coun- | 
try, has been prospering ever since, owning much cattle | 
and other property, and increasing in numbers consider- 
ably. On the other hand, the Kickapoos remaining in 
the United States have dwindled in numbers. 
Meanwhile a number of white men with plenty of 
money to spend have been urging the Kickapoos to 
leave Oklahoma, in order that the lands they now hold 
there may be gobbled. With a view to this end, they are 
trying to persuade Congress to consent to the relinquish- 
ment of the lands in question, and incidentally to pay 
over to the Indians the money now to their credit in the 


Treasury—this money to be used, at least in part, for the 
purchase of lands in Mexico. These lands have already 
been acquired by the white men aforesaid, who have 
established a bank at Eagle Pass, on the Rio Grande, 
‘rom which point, they propose to finance the migra- 


' [linois—a small tribe, numbering not more than 2500, 


and able to put only about 650 warriors in the field. 
They were hunters, and at the same time agricultural to 
some extent. When there was any fighting to be done, 
they were ready enough, and in 1812 they took the side 
of the British against ourselves. 

The defeat sustained by them in that war was disas- 
trous in its consequences. They became demoralized, 
and within the next twenty years lost about half their 
number, owing mainly to drink and to the starvation 
caused by it. Later on, about half the tribe drifted into 
Mexico, where they were provided with a reservation, 
and were used by the Mexican government to fight the 
wild tribes along the border. But, incidentally, they in- 
dulged in the habit of making raids or armed forays 
across the border line into Texas, thus causing a great 
deal of annoyance. Accordingly, in 1873, our govern- 
ment, having settled nearly all of the remaining Kicka- 
poos in Oklahoma, sent commissioners to Mexico to try 
to persuade these Mexican Kickapoos, as they had come 


to be called, to return into this country. Many of them | 


did come back, and afterward regretted it. 


At that period, rather more than thirty years ago, 
there were about 500 Kickapoos in Mexico, and perhaps 
an equal number in Oklahoma. Since then, as already 
stated, the portion of the tribe in Oklahoma has much 
diminished in numbers, owing chiefly to drink and other 
dissipations encouraged by the whites. In 1892 the so- 
called Cherokee Commission entered into treaties with 
various tribes in the Indian Territory with a view to 
the purchase of their lands—the idea being that they 
should accept allotments in severalty. Of course, they 
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tion, incidentally assuming management of what re- 
mains of the funds thereafter. 

It is a highly benevolent scheme, especially from the 
white men’s point of view. They acquire the lands they 
want in Oklahoma; they secure possession of the funds 
belonging to the Indians, and for part of the cash they 
sell to the Kickapoos other lands which they have se- 
cured for a small price in Mexico. As dor the Indians, 
they are between the devil and the deep sea. If they 
remain in Oklahoma, they continue to be subject to the 
distresses to which they have been exposed. On the 
other hand, if they go to Mexico, they lose all the rights 
and privileges which they now hold from our govern- 
ment; and it is altogether likely that within a few years 


they will find themselves exposed to the same sort of 


crowding on the other side of the border—the country 
to which they are going being very desirable for cattle 
raising. 

Now, in order that.the situation may be fully under- 
stood, it is necessary to go back a few steps. History 
in its relation to the Kickapoos begins about the year 
1700, when they were first visited by missionaries. In 
those days they dwelt in western Indiana and eastern 


did not receive the cash, which was deposited in the 
Treasury in Washington, interest at 5 per cent. being 
paid to them annually. 

In most instances the allotments made were 160 acres 
for each man, woman, or child. As for the balance of 
the lands surrendered, nothing adequate was paid. The 
Cherokees got the highest price for the Outlet—$1.25 
an acre. The Kiowas received 65 cents, the Cheyennes 
49 cents, and the Kickapoos 28 cents. It was hardly bet- 
ter than a swindle, much of the land thus disposed of 
being now worth from $12 to $30 an acre. . 

If the Indians could be let alone, they might be happy; 
but they suffer all sorts of annoyances at the hands of 
the whites, and at present their one desire is to get 
away. Unfortunately, the Mexican government, which 
protects the so-called Mexican Kickapoos in their reser- 
vation rights already granted, refuses to extend those 


rights to our Kickapoos, or to any of the other tribes 


which want to move to Mexico. Hence it is that, to pro- 
vide for our Kickapoos in Mexico, the white speculators 
“aforesaid have been obliged to acquire a large tract of 
land near the reservation of the Mexican Kickapoos. 
Many of our Kickapoos have already settled in this

At the Passover meal there are placed upon the* 
table the Matzoth, or unleavened bread, in memory of 

the unleavened bread of the days of the exodus from 

Egypt, a roasted leg of lamb in memory of the sacrificial 

lamb of old, some bitter herbs, symbolizing the bitter- 

ness of that Egyptian slavery from which the Jewish 

forefathers were deliveréd, some roasted eggs. typify- 

ing a special offering of the ancient Jewish sacrifice, and 

finally a mixture of apples, nuts and almonds, represent- 

ing Egyptian mortar. Each person present at table is 

provided with a wine glass, for young and old must drink 

the four cups of blessing. 

These various memorials of the exodus are sometimes 
arranged. in proper order on a small tray and then 
brought in and set on the large family table, After the 
Passover meal is over, the symbolic food is removed, 
after which all present partake of the regular family 
supper. All of the above articles offered must be par- 
taken of by everybody at table, and the orthodox feel it 
to be their solemn duty to chew the bitter herbs thor- 
oughly, in order to fully realize the bitterness of Egyp- 
tian slavery! 

At the beginning of the ritua) meal al) stand around 
the table, hats on, the dather at the head. 
part, the head of the family says the kiddush, or bless- 
ing over the first cup of wine, all present responding 
“Amen.” Then pater familias touches the bread and 
says: “Behold, friends, this unleavened bread is the 
bread of affliction, which our forefathers ate in Egypt.” 
Then the youngest child puts the question to his father: 
“Why do we observe this festive night,” etc. Answer: 
“Because our fathers were bondmen in Egypt.” Jhen 
follows the thrilling story of the Jews in Egypt, and of 
the exodus, and the chanting of Psalm 113, followed by 
the passing of the second cup of wine. 

‘So the symbolic meal proceeds, the real eating oc- 
curring after the second cup, when the father hands to 
each one a morsel of unleavened bread, with bitter 
herbs, dipped in the mixture, symbolizing the mortar 
mentioned above. It is here that Elijah is expected to 
enter, when the door is opened for him to come in and 
oceupy his spectal armchair!

“Star-spangled Banner,” others very ancient and redo- — 


lent with meaning. Among the latter kind is one sung 
by the orthodox that embodies the whole nationa! his- 
tory of the Jews from the time of their residence in 
Egypt, and which, perhaps, was the original form of the 
“House That Jack Built.” 

We give it here in full, with its historic significance: 

“A lamb! a lamb! that my Father bought for two shil- 
lings. 

There came a cat and bit the lamb, 

There came a dog and bit the cat. 

There came a stick and struck the dog. 

There came a fire and burned the stick. 

There came the water and quenched the fire. 

There came the ox and drank the water. 

There came the butcher and slew the ox. 

There came the angel of death and killed the butcher. 

There came the good Lord God and destroyed the angel 
of death.” 

In this curious Passover song, coming down to us 
from the remotest ages, we learn that b means Is- 
rael in Egypt, Father meaning God, and two farthings 
representing Moses and Aaron.

The mongoose was introduced also in large numbers 
nineteen years ago in Cuba, Porto Rico, Grenada, Barba- 
does and Santa Cruz.

TREES FOR SHADE. - | 
CarRE SHOULD BE TAKEN TO HAVE 
THEM PROPERLY PLACED. 
By Ernest Braunton. 

HILE trees are usually needed to provide shade 

W about the house and in the grounds, care should 

be taken that they are properly placed. It is 

not desirable nor is it necessary to have shade every- 

where. Shade has no value uniess in contrast with 
gunshine, therefore the best effects are obtained and 

the most natural expressions of art gained by leaving 
the center of the yards open, except for an occasional _ 
tree about the house, and the planting of shade trees 
*wonfined largely to the borders and outlines of the | 

property. 

No State or country may rightfully boast of a greater | 
array of suitable shade trees than Southern California, | 
for here are assembled the horticultural glories of all | 
climates and all lands. It is not necessary that we 
should plant “any old thing so it is a tree,” for in the ; 
long list available maybe found trees for every use 
and condition. Soil and climate often enter into the 
consideration of suitable shade trees, but as a rule 
we first choose those whose beauty or peculiar appear-— 
ance appeals most strongly to us.

March to November—exposure to which it cannot en- 
dure. The young trees are now growing in great num- 
bers as high as 1500 feet above the sea. It is sup- 
posed by some people that algaroba is able to grow at 
this elevation only by gradual adaptation. Starting at 
sea level, the trees were at first acclimated only to an 
élevation of a few hundred feet, but successive gen- 
erations growing higher and higher up the slopes, have 
at last produced trees which are able to grow at the 
altitude named. Indeed, since the trees now found 
at 1500 feet are all young and thrifty, it seems probable — 


i 


that they will extend farther up the mountain slopes 
than they have yet done. 


On the other islands the algaroba occupies the same 
relative position, reaching up the dry slopes to an ele- 
vation of several hundred feet. The land which it has 
taken possession of is usually so stony, arid and pre- 
cipitous as to be utterly worthless dor other purposes, 
Therefore, the advent of this tree is generally welcomed 
by the land owner. In Hawaii the species grows much 
denser. as well as both taller and straighter, than in

Our Mesquite in Hawaii. . 
There are two thoroughly distinct kinds of forest 
in the Hawaiian Islands. One kind occurs near sea 
level. in the drier portions of the islands, and is val- 
uable on account of the timber and other products 
- which it yields, and consists of a single species, quite 
common in California, where it is native, but only 
naturalized in the islands. It is the mesquite of the 
southwestern United States and Mexico, and is there 
called algaroba. The first algaroba tree in Hawaii grew 
from a seed planted in 1837 by Father Bachelot, founder 
- of the Roman Catholic Mission. This tree, which is 
about two feet in diameter and fifty feet tall, yet 
stands in thrifty condition at the corner of Fort and 
Beretania streets, Honolulu. It is the progenitor of at 


the United States. Where fully established it shades the 
ground so perfectly as to keep out all competitors, and 


attains a height of from fifty to sixty feet. While there | 


are no records to support the opinion, it is believed by 
some that the districts covered by algaroba receive 
more local showers than formerly. There is also no 
question but this tree is splendidly adapted to many 
parts of California where there is a marked dearth of 
tree life. and where the mesquite has never been given 


trial. 


A Beautiful Palm. 


Two species of Archontophoenix, known to the trade 
as Seaforthia robusta (or S. elegans,) and Ptychosperma 
Alexandreae (properly A. Alexandreae,) are much in 
demand for our warmest sections. The former (A. 
Cunninghamii) is the more popular by reason of its 
greater hardiness and its longer and more drooping 
leaves. These palms have not been planted as ex- 
tensively as they should be, on account of their cost 
when of a considerable size. However, their graceful 
habit and long, finely divided fronds attract the atten- 
tion of all. They have, in general, the most tropical 
look of any palm we grow. ‘ 3

Narrow Parkways. 


One of the most common evils in California towns and 
cities (and probably elsewhere,) constituting one of the 
most serious mances to civic beauty, lies in the cx- 
tremely narrow parkways usually left between street 
curb and sidewalk. Often but eighteen inches is al- 
lowed for this space, and this is not enough for light 
and air, water, etc., for street tree requirements. ‘There 
remains no question as to the desirability of having 
broad, generous parkways. Such insures a healthy lhix- 
uriance of street trees, impossible to obtain with the 
stingy space usually left, and also allows sufficient room 
above for the young trees, so that they are pro- 
tected from damage if situated (as they should be) in 
the center of the parkway. 


Desert Street Trees. 


For desert regions having cold winters as com 
with Los Angeles and vicinity, the list of street 
is not large. Two at least have given good results 
The cottonwood is sure 
thrive in these hot regions. if supplied with plenty of 
water. It may be propagated from either seed or éut- 
tings. If the former are used, half of the resulting trees 
will ordinarily be females, and will produce the cotton 
that is so annoying during spring. By taking cuttings 
from male trees, this objectionable feature may be 
avoided. The size of the cuttings is not important. 

For a deciduous shade tree in very hot regions, none 
is better than the Texas umbrella. If supplied with 
sufficient water, it will not only endure but flourish 
during the hottest weather in summer. The early 
growth is injured by late spring frosts and the leaves fall 
soon after the first frosts of autumn, but during the 
warm part of the year the foliage is abundant. It is a

Nature Study. 


Nature study is a very different thing from the natural 
sciences, as they have usually been taught and con- 
sidered. The student should be taught to view a plant, 
for instance, not with the eye of a botanist, but rather 
as another manifestation of life that is an object of 
sympathetic interest. It is not an object to be dissected 
or analyzed, but one that lives and influences and is in- 
fluenced by other objects or forces with which it comes 
in contact. 

Flowering Shrubs. 


When landscape gardening first began to rank as a 
profession in America only native shrubs were availa- 
ble gor this work. But of more recent years a great 
variety of flowering shrubs have been introduced from 
all over the world, especially the “Flowery Kingdom” 
of Japan. Experimenters are also producing improved 
sorts, so that we now have over a hundred excellent 
varieties which have proved hardy in the vicinity of 
Chicago. In the selection of varieties lies the true art 
of landscape gardening. Landscape architects do not 
differ very much as to where trees and shrubs should 
be planted on a given place. But no two landscape 
men will agree as to the selection of varieties to be 
planted. Experience leads to different conclusions. 
Landscape architects differ also in the number of va- 
rieties to be used. Some will use only a dozen varieties 
on a given place, where others will use fifty. Some will 


also still use only the native shrubs, supported by the |

| THE SITTING HEN. 
- SOME THINGS THAT THE OBSERVER May 
LEARN OF HER WAYS. |

T out several broods of chicks, watched her ways, 
-» “ heeded her needs and supplied them, is in a fair 
way to succeed with poultry farming. He has learned 
that blood heat of a hen upon hens’ eggs for twenty- 
one days almost constantly will hatch fertile eggs. He 
has seen the hen mother anxious to cover the thirteen 
eggs, seen her sit constantly for four days, being off only 
a few minutes at a timé to get a bit to eat, and some- 
times not coming off at all for three days. The third 
day he has seen her turn the eggs with her bill, and 
thereafter to turn them all every night and morning up 
to the eighteenth day. She will rush out after the 
morning sun has gotten things warm, and eat a splendid 
long breakfast on the morning of the fifth day. The 
amateur seeing this for the first time will get anxious, 
Of course they will cool 


HE amateur who has watched the old hen hatch 


The hen this beautiful March weather will stay off 
ten minutes, and be exceedingly busy—eat, drink and 
take a sun bath, and a dust bath, She will cool the eggs 
and then turn them every morning until the eighteenth 
day, and on the morning of.the eighteenth day she will 
not seem to need anything to eat, but will hurry off after 
it is very warm, éat a bit, drink hurriedly, rush back to 
the nest and get upon the eggs carefully as i they might 
be so many soap bubbles. On the eighteenth day the 
embryo chick prepares to pip the eggshell, and rights 
himself so he can pip upward. [f his head be down, he 
turns in the shell. If the hen should chance to turn an 
egg in getting on the nest, on the eighteenth morning, 
she will carefully turn the egg back as quickly as pos- 
sible. 

People who are interested in studies of instinct and 
intuition have missed much, if they have not studied the 
hen mother upon eggs about to hatch. Probably gravity 
suggests the situation, and mind with gravity, prompts 
the young chick to. push head upward. Humanity 
pushes its head as high from earth as possible, generally 
unconscious of gravity. The hen mother keeps her head 

high, but instinct must teach her when her chicks are 
* old enough to feel high-headed, so she can ¢avor the 
shell-covered innocence yet to individualize. 

If instinct leads the hen, instinct may lead the chicks 
to respect the inevitable law of gravity. In all life in- 
_stinct comes with the individual to defend it while inno- 
cent—until it has become world-wise. It is a splendid 
‘problem to figure on: Why its all innocent life conse- 
quential and- whence comes instinct, the defender? 

If the chick in the shell be turned down after getting 
ready to pip, he may not make the extra exertion to 
right himself, though a strong chick will do so. I he 
pips the underside of the shell, the moisture of the shell 
will run to it, and in the law of gravitation run out 
through the hole and stop the hole. After the chick has 
once breathed the raw air, he will stifle or be drowned 
in his own moisture if the hole: be stopped. He will 
drown in his own moisture if he does not pip the shell 
at all. The mother hen keeps the shells all right side 
up. and can tell by the rappings in the shells after the 


chicks begin to rap. The mind of the hen is mightily 


apparent or else it is all instinct. Both mind and in- 
stinct are apparent to the average student. | 

The mother hen avoids both turning and airing the 
eggs after the seventeenth day. Raw air should not 
come to the chicks, when it first pips or is first out of 
the shell. Raw air coming to the egg will chill it and 
the chilled egg moisture will make the chick stick in the 
shell as he breaks for liberty. Parts of the broken shell 
will stick to him, and impede him. The old hen will 
help her chicks out, if need be, knowirig just how, but 
she has a curious sense of economy to the amateur, which 
will justify itself, upon examination. The strong chicks 
pip first and spring out of the egg by the twenty-first 
day. The strong chicks generally come out on time. 
The hen will linger.on the nest not more than a day, 
during which time the dried-off chicks need no food nor 
drink. She will encourage their coming out from under 


her, and if any bits of fine gravel are near will call them 


to the bits and, holding one in her bill; will drop it and 
chick will take it up and swallow.it. She will pick up 
and drop, pick up and drop, and call as she sits upon 
the nest. Any late-out chick may hatch, and perhaps a 
strong chick will come out late from some accident to 
the shell. The twenty-second day she goes off the breed- 
ing nest, and coaxes all to come. She will go back to 
a weak one, who cannot follow fast, and urge. Perhaps 
all the eggs were fertile, but three chicks are weak. As 
she goes off with ten healthy chicks, the three cry in 
despair. She goes back to them, responding to their 
cries many times. When she is sure they are weak- 
lings, she lets them cry and chill to death. Our human 
sense of justice rebels, and the amateur will take the be- 
reft things in a basket and keep them warm and fed 
and hope for them a future while deserted by a natural 
mother. The amateur has to learn, that weak chicks 
make weak fowls, and suffer subject to the rigid laws of 
nature. If fondled, they suffer more in one year of life

than in the few hours of life they could survive in the 
breeding nest deserted, and never amount to anything 
eeonomic. The mother hen’s sense of justice dor a chick 
is positive, far better than man’s. It is kind when one 
sees a mother hen go forth and leave a chick in the_nest, 


to twist its little head from its body, save a bit of world | 


agony, and not breed other agonies with humanly ap- 
pointed kindness. 


With the mother hen running in the orchard with nine 
strong chicks from thirteen eggs, the amateur may 
safely reflect: Model mother hen and ideal eggs. Big 
proposition this of getting chicks, subject how little 
to man’s inventive! With profound respect man stud- 
ies the nature way, and picks up problems he will never 
solve. 


The Youngsters; Keep Em Growing. 


The price of success in poultry culture just at this 
season is to keep the youngsters growing right along 
to mattrity. You cnnot afford to miss a point in tie 
game, nor slip a single cog—the slightest setback will 
mean heavy losses before another season rolls round. 
This is only another way of maintaining health in your 
flock and bringing them along finely by intelligent man- 
agement. Some of the obstacles to look out for are 
cramps, roup, bowel trouble, drooping wings, etc.—all 
terms which mean different things in a modified sense 
when experienced by different people. Cramps are often 
the death struggle in chicks ailing from other causes; 
when not so, they may be caused by excessive drink- 
ing of cold water, by choking, by extremes of heat when 
not hardened’ to it. Roup, colds, etc., are due to 
draughty quarters, exposure, @-filthy atmosphere, over- 
crowding. These are all conditions inimical to success 
and suggest a remedy in their removal. Bowel trouble 
is due to sloppy foods, chills, colds, overheating, etc. 
Check by keeping the birds warm in dry quarters with 
uniform temperature, feed rather dry food and give 
boiled milk to drink; avoid “gumming up behind” before 
treatment is begun, and be careful to avoid an opposite 
difficulty, viz., constipation. Drooping wings denote 
constitutional weakness. Chicks can, however, be re- 
lieved by good feeding and management. If of long

The Rouen, 
Muscovy and Indian Runners (especially the latter) also 
possess quite a following. In England, however, the 
Aleysburys are quite as popular as the Pekins and In- 
dian Runners, due possibly to the fact that in that 
country it finds conditions more to its liking. If we 
are to believe the testimony of breeders and the mar- 
ket, it has not “panned” so well in this country. And 
yet it possesses characteristics which should make of 
it a prime favorite, especially where the climate more 


closely resembles that of England in its humidity rather 


than the dryness of the Southwest. At times there have 
been a few specimens in evidence at the shggvs, but not 
nearly so much as Pekins and Indian Runners. 


The economic values of the Aleysbury consists in its 
rapid growth and early maturity, ducklings being pro- 
duced ready for the block weighing fpur pounds and over 
in from seven to nine weeks. They are light of bone, 
carry a considerable amount of breast meat of ereamy 
white color, and are rated as good layers, flocks having 
been known to average’ 150 eggs per duck in England, 
and are rated as non-sitters. One drake with three 
ducks, or two with five ducks are quite apt to fertilize 
every egg. This variety geing a sport from wild blood, 
they are quite partial to water, which should be pro-

The present competition has established a record 
not only in the aggregate number of eggs produced, 
but also in the individual performances of two pullets. 
Hitherto the record had stood at 150 eggs per pen, but 
section B in the present competition produced 156 eggs 

'per pen; a buff Orpington pullet laid 83 and a par- 
tridge Wyandotte 81 eggs, the previous best having 
been 78. 


In section B—small portable houses with grass runs— 
the first prize winner is a pen of buff Orpingtons hailing 
from Norfolk, with 237 eggs to their credit. They win 
the Tamlin silver cup and the silver medal of the club— 
three more eggs would have gained them the gold. The 
second prize winners—partridge Wyandottes—came from 
North Wales and have laid 218 eggs. Five pens alto- 
gether laid 200 or more eggs and gained silver medals. 
The total number of eggs laid was 2134. 


In section A—scratching pens—the birds being con- 
fined the whole of the time, only 2147 eggs were pro- 
duced, the first prize winners being golden Wyan- 
dottes, with 174 eggs, buff Rocks being second, with 
150 eggs. In this section six birds failed to lay an 
egg, though a white Wyandotte made a score of 74, 
a very high record under the circumstances. | 

The competition has proved conclusively that un- 


natural, though presumably pleasant, conditions are un- 
suitable for egg production; that activity is one of the 
means of obtaining eggs, and that the active, restless 
fowls, like Leghorns and Anconas, must have a certain 
amount of freedom in order to prove successful, as they 
Only averaged 67 eggs per pen, against 118 produced 
by the incubating varieties, Orpingtons and Wyan- 
dottes. 


Birds Fed by Farmers. 


PHEASANTS FROM CHINA THRIVING 
IN WESTERN NEW YORK. 


From the New York Sun. 


F you happen to be acquainted with a Genesee Valley 

farmer and drop around to his place about daybreak 

or perhaps late in the afternoon he may show you 
a mighty pretty sight. Don’t take your gun along, 
though, for then you wouldn’t have a ghost of a show. 
He’s got to be satisfied not only that you have no inten- 
tion of shooting pheasants, but also that you wouldn’t 
harm one if it flew up and hit you in the face. . 


If you pass muster Mr. Farmer will pilot you back to 
the barnyard. He may caution you to creep along be- 
hind the rail dence for the last twenty-five yards. That 
depends on how tame the birds are. 

If they have been visiting the barnyard daily for 
months there is no need for caution. You may be sure 
then that they won’t leave until they get a big cropful 
of Mr. Farmer’s proffered grain. 


But if the birds are just beginning to get acquainted 
with the cows and sheep and other things in the yard 
you’ve got to work up carefully. Anyway, the farmer 
will tell you about that. 


Once at the barnyard fence, the sight is great. The 


commonplace surroundings, the straw stuck, the dirt and 
maybe the pigs are lost sight of. There may be five or 
six or as many dozen of the birds in the barnyard, all 
of them of the Mongolian or ring-necked variety. 


The cocks strut about, obviously conscious of their 
good looks, and now and then letting out a crow to warn 
the rest of the barnyard to knock off work and take no- 
tice. The hens, smaller in size and less gorgeous in 

| attire, scratch industriously in the loose straw for a 
| breakfast, and Mr. -Pheasant once in a while conde- 
'scends to show his appreciation of his wife's work by 
butting in and picking up the kernels that have been 
uncovered. 

'. Once in a while also a cock pheasant bfistles up to a 
| rooster that gets too flip and lands a blow either with 
his bill or one of his spurs that brings a squawk out of 
the big fellow and sends him scurrying to cover. 

If the pheasants have been regular visitors at the 
barnyard they will allow the farmer to enter the enclos- 
ure and sprinkle grain for them, and some have been 
known to follow along with a flock of hens at the heels | 
of the farmer. In bad weather also the birds have been 
known to make their home in the barnyard and to roost 
at night with the chickens. 

It is now more than ten years since Maj. W. A. Wads- 
warth, formerly head of the New York State Fish and 
Game Commission, began to plant the birds in the Gene- 
see Valley. They were the first turned out in the State, 
and ever since there has been a law protecting them. 
The present law says that there shall be no open season 
on the birds, except in Suffolk county, before 1910. 

It was a doubtful undertaking to attempt the establish- 
ment of the birds in this State. They had been brought 
over from China and planted with success along the Pa- 
éific Coast, but had never been subjected to winters 
such as New York State has. 

There was no question about the hardihood of the 
bird. There was doubt, though, whether the birds would 
be able to get sufficient dood in the winter months, for 
they are not bud and berry feeders like the partridge, 


The experiment which Maj. Wadsworth made has suc- | 
ceeded. The birds are scattered now pretty generally 
over the State, but are thicker in the Genesee Valley 
than anywhere else. 

Those who have watched the efforts to plant the birds 
say that success is due chiefly to the interest which 


farmers have taken in them. This is particularly true 
in this region. ! 
They have made it a practice to throw grain out for | 


east, 


the birds in the winter months and to protect them 
against pot hunters. Some of the farmers have taken 
80 much interest in the birds that they have forbidden 
all hunters on their premises, going on the theory that 
an entire absence of temptation is the surest way o 
preventing violations of the law. . 

Some of the ¢armers in this part of the State have 
gone farther. ‘They have obtained settings of pheasant 
eges from the State authorities and monopolized the 
services of the best setting hen on the farm for four 
weeks to hatch them out. | | 

It is the farmer's wife, though, who has taken care 
of that end of the game, and it is a toss-up whether 
she or the setting hen has the busier time after the 
chicks are hatched. The little ones run like young 
ostriches soon after they are out of the shell, and go 
skipping about among the weeds like streaks of lightning 
until the old mother hen worries herself thin. 

The little pheasants are mighty particular about their 


diet, and this is where the farmer's wife comes in. Some- | 


times she has to feed them flies and bugs until] they get 
old enough to digest grain or learn to do a little hunting 
on their own account, 


The State authorities in raising the chicks for distri- 


bution found that they thrived best on maggots. I¢ isn’t 
for very long, though, that they are fed on these 
things. 

Now and then a farmer turns up who thinks that he 
is getting more than he bargained for in the presence 
of the birds in large numbers, but there aren’t many 
who feel that way. These farmers grumble that the 
birds. are gluttons and that they don’t confine them- 
selves to legitimate methods. 

They say it is a favorite trick of the mother bird to 
take her brood out into a ripe wheat field and skim over 
the stalks, beating out the kernels with her powerful 
wings. They say: too, that one fair, square slap with 
a pheasant’s wing strips the, head of wheat just about 
as clean as a threshing machine could do it. 

Most of the farmers hold, though, that the birds make 
up many times over for the grain that they steal by de- 
stroying bugs and insects. The Cliffnese farmers think so 
well of them that they won’t allow any of the birds to 
be killed, and invite their presence in the rice fields. 

It has been found hereabout that one of the most seri- 
ous things that the pheasant has to contend with in pull- 
ing through the winter is its own tail. In the case of 


the male bird the tail is just about the length of its. 


body, brown and marked by black transverse bands. 

When .a thaw comes and then a cold snap, snow gath- 
ers on the long tail feathers and Mr. Pheasant often finds 
himself the victim of his own beauty, for he is weighted 
down so heavily that he can’t fly. It is then that the 
fox gets him, and he also falls an easy prey to the hawk. 

Sometimes he is so weighted down that he can’t even 
get away from the skunk and weasel. A bunch of feath- 
ers, brown, blue, green and golden, with a few scattered 
bones, mark the spot of many a tragedy after every big 
snowstorm. . 

But what is more pitiful, the entire carcass of the 
bird is sometimes found with only a few blood stains on 
the neck. That is the work of the weasel or the mink, 
which sucks out the life blood and leaves the rest to 
poling | 

Unlike the quail, though, the pheasant is in no danger 
of being smothered to death. It is powerful enough to 
break the crust that may form on the snow over night. 


It was the slaughter of quail in this way which led the 


New York authorities to give up their attempt to plant 
them in many parts of the State. 
A bevy would seek shelter at night under some friendly 


log. The wind would pile the snow over it; a little 


thaw would come before morning, a crust would form 
and the weak little fellows would be held prisoners either 
until they died from lack of air or of food. 

If the pheasants increase as fast in the next three 


years. as they have in the last three, they will be as nu- | 


merous as any other game bird in this region. ‘They are 
prolific. The female raises three broods in a year, about 
a dozen chicks at a setting. . 

Many nests are found in the summer time in the dry 
bushy cover, and farmers have been: known to guard 
them as closely as they have the birds in their own 
barnyards. The chances are that the person who finds 
one nest in a cover may find several others if he looxs 
closely enough, for the birds usually lay their eggs near 
one another in a bevy. | | 

There is also usually a division of labor among the 
cocks, one standing guard at a time over the bevy. The 


‘cock pheasant on guard never goes to sleep, and long 


before the intruder has approached the nesting ground 
he bas sounded the alarm. 

The nests are usudlly built on the bare ground under 
some bushes. It takes the pheasant hens four weeks 
to hatch the eggs. As soon as the chicks are out of the 
shell Mr. Pheasant takes them in tow, and his wife, if 
she is dutiful, starts right in on another four weeks’ set- 
ting. 

A person may imagine that it is going to be a cinch to 


bag the birds when the open season begins. It may be 


at first, but it will take only a few shots to put a bevy on 
its guard, and when the birds are once fr ¢ghtened they 
are just as hard to get as the partridge. 

The birds that inhabit woods which are not posted 
against hunting of every kind are a good dea] more scary 
than the ones that have never been flushed by the bang- 
ing of guns. 
der cover, but it may come into the open and mount 
fences and stumps when feeding. 

In the bush they will stand for a dog, but it takes an 
active animal to put one of the birds on wing. They 
trust mostly to their legs, and it is almost impossible to 
get one that has fallen with a broken wing unless the 
cover is fairly open. 

Quick shooting is necessary to bring the bird down. 
It rises with almost as much of a whir as the partridge 
and flies strong and straight away. It doesn’t go as far 
as the partridge, though, but is harder to mark down 
because it alights with its legs in motion and igs likely 
to make a sprint of a good many yards hefore it comes to 
rest again.

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Stable Refuse. 


LIES breed almost wholly from stable waste. Not 

only do these insects annoy in many ways, but 

they carry infection if any abounds, and become a 
menace to the health, of the people. MA&any of our best 
cared-for stables allow the accumulation of manure in 
some corner, where fllés of several species breed in myri- | 
ads. This may be prevented entirely by throwing the 
waste into a tight box and sprinkling with chloride of | 
lime during the fly season. If our health authorities had | 
the means of preventing fiy-breeding, how many hun- | 
dreds of cases of typhoid would be prevented, for it is a 
fact that flies alighting on germ-infected material may | 
carry the germs to the human food upon which they 
alight. Pure water and the suppression of the fiy pest 
would perhaps remove typhoid infection and perhaps 
other diseases that often reach an epidemic stage prob- 
ably from a common source. ,

Bush Blackberry. 


CORRESPONDENT living southeast of the city who 

is engaged in growing small fruits asks for the 
botanic name of the low-bush blackberry. It is but a 
dwarfish type of the common wild berry of the north- 
eastern States, and would be a form of the Rubus villo- 
sus of the older authors, and Rubus nigrobaccus of the 
later. This berry differs from the larger in its fruit 
more than in its general appearance. It grows in the 
higher elevations of every State where the common 
blackberry flourishes. Our cultivated kinds are of two 
types—the “short cluster,” such as the Snyder, and the 
“loose cluster” of which the Wilson is an example. 
There are all manner of intermediate forms of wild 


-Mottied-leaved Orange Trees. 


FRUIT grower who has in cultivation nearly 200 
fi acres of citrus and deciduous fruits in Los Angeles’ 
county, asks me for a remedy for mottled-leaf which is 
so prevalent in his orange grove. There is a great 


_ deal of information upon this important topic that has . 


never been brovght to light. This grower says he is 
feeding, watering and cultivating his grove with the 
greatest care. In that case, the affected trees may have 
found a layer of white, or infertile sand that not only 
dries out quickly, but fails to give the trees sufficient 
sustenance in spite of the application of surface fertiliz- 
ers. In the development of this chlorosis the absence 
of available iron may be the cause, and a hundred ' 
pounds of iron sulphate to the acre would improve the 


color and hence the activities of the foliage. ;

It has been demonstrated that soils entirely destitute 
of soluble iron elements will produce foliage abnorma!ly 
green, or entirely destitute of the chlorophyl. Leaves in 
this condition are destitute of visible organization under 

the microscope, and their power of decomposing and 
assimilating carbon compounds is absent. There can be 
no proper growth under these conditions. and the par- 
tial chlorosis known as mottled leaf would affect the 
functions of an orange tree unfavorably also. There 
may be plenty .of iron in a soil, as with potash, and yet | 
none of it in available form. Solutions of iron applied 
to the surface of leaves improve their color. One of the 
things that should be worked out by the Riverside Cit- 
rus Station is the restoration of orange foliage to its 
normal color and functions.

Immune Apple Trees. 


HE Horticultural Commission of Los Angeles has 

just received two dozen apple trees upon Northern 
Spy roots from Auckland, New Zealand. They were 
sent by R. W. Boucher, who was here nearly a year ago 
investigating our method of insect control and horticul- 
tural affairs generally. The trees arrived from the an- 
tipodes in fine condition, showing what good packing 
will do for plants during transportation from the other 
side of the world. When American apples were intro- 
duced into Australia a number of years ago, it was dis- 
covered that the Northern Spy upon its own roots was 
not materially damaged when attacked by the woolly 
aphis. The usual way of securing a self-rooted tree of 
this kind is to whip-graft a Northern Spy scion (for ex- 
ample) upon a common seedling root, then plant the 


cround. When the tree begins to grow the scion will 
throw out roots. At the end of the season the tree is 
lifted and the seedling root removed. The tree is 


for orchard planting, or its roots may be used for stock 
upon which te graft other varieties. 

It seems strange to get back our old Northern Spy | 
apple in these trees from the opposite side of the earth | 
after its resistant qualities have been discovered and | 
utilized there. The apple growers of New Zealand are | 
so certain of these aphis-resisting qualities that no stock | 
is used in that country for propagation except the North- 
ern Spy root. One or two English varieties of the apple 
have been found equally immune, but our favorite Spy 
makes the best and thriftiest trees in propagation. An- 
other method of starting trees upon their own roots is 
to grow a tree upon a common seedling for two years, 
then layer the branches and root a lot of trees in this 
way.

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volume. The owner of an orange orchard recently 
pointed me to the uniformity of several hundred trees 
budded over on lemon stock about four years ago. The 
trees were physically all alike, and being lemon trees 


more uniform fruit, though not necessarily as good fruit 

as if budded upon orange stock. Herein lies the great 

reason for planting the variety you want from the 

nursery, and avoid having to bud over after the trees 

reach maturity. The farther the fruit is from the union 

of bud and stock the nearer will be the fruit to its par- 
ent tree in characteristics. Hence a navel tree budded 

at the ground should be more typically navel iy appear- 

ance and quality of fruit than a navel tree budded five 
feet from the ground upon an old lemon or seedling or- 

ange. In passing through several feet of lemon cells, 

the food must in some measure be contaminated by the 

lemon influence. In other words, the nearer the orange 

bud, or union to the point of fruitage the greater the 

tendency of the varieties of stock and scion to biend 

in quality of fruit. 

I am‘ reminded here of another fact brought out in 
conversation with an eastern visitor this winter. He 
stated that the Washington navel was considered in his 
city the most delicate and delightful of all the oranges, 
Florida or Californian. The fact of which I am re- 
minded is this: The highly organized scion known as 
the Washington navel, which produces the most delicate 
orange in the world, is most subject to the low-bred 
qualities of its stock. Our fruit growers are told to 
select their buds from typical navel trees, which is good 
advice. Yet there may be more in the selection of the 
stock than in the choosing of the scion. In all seeded 
oranges the inter-pollination of the trees has a tendency 
to make the fruit uniform, even when the seeded trees 
grow upon stocks of different qualities, There is no such 
intermedium at work with a crop of navels. Hence, the 
higher the fineness of the stock upon which the navels 
are budded the less deterioration of the fruit, and con- | 
sequently the more even the quality of the crop through- 


tions of climatic origin, shelter and exposure. But the 
difference between individual trees should be relatively 
the same, no matter what the circumstances outside the 
tree itself. kf we could follow typical, even-fruiting 
grove back to the parent tree we should find every tree 
originating from a strong, healthy parent. If progeny 
of this kind is budded from typical navel trees the high- 
est quality of fruit possible should inhere in an orchard. 


A City Forester. 


FEW evenings since I[ listened to a very short 

though suggestive address by the Secretary of the 
Municipal Art Commission in which he outlined the 
work that his organization has in hand for the adorn- 
ment of the streets and public lands of Los Angeles. 
This commission is composed of five of our most pro- 
gressive and able people who are serving the public 
gratis for the sake of outdoor art of which the members 


this commission depends upon its ability to formulate a 
comprehensive plan of beautifying the public places, and | 
to secure the means of carrying out the system of im- 
provements decided upon. The secretary stated that it 
was the purpose of the commission to secure the services 
of an eminent landscape artist, who should visit the city 
and determine the requirements of Los Angeles in the 
line of outdoor embellishments. 

Without presuming to tell these city officials what 
form their activities should take, it is within the pro- 
prieties for any citizen to set forth his idea of the situa- 
tion as it confronts any scheme of improvement under 
the present circumstances. I believe any plan would 
be immature that did not have as its basis sufficient au- 
thority, power and financial support. Consequently it 
would be useless, confusing and a waste of public money 
to bring a landscape artist here before a lot of funda- 
mental work was done with our local statutes, our city 
financiers and a well-digested scheme determining what 
could and should be done with the means available. [It 
is useless to try a broad scheme of improvement such as 
would be recommended by a great landscape expert 
without first providing a fixed annual appropriation for 
this purpose. It would not be wise to depend upon the - 
caprice or the necessities of a city council to forward | 
this work and supply the annual appropriations abso-_ 
lutely necessary to forward and conserve the planting 
and care of a hundred thousand trees and plants. lt 
would probably be required that the city charter be 
amended to provide an annual fund sufficient to cover 
the expense of beautifying the streets and grounds upon 
a plan that would meet the approval of the Municipal | 
Art Commfssion, the Park and Playground Commissiony 
and the public which pay the bills. This amendment 
should specify the powers and duties of some authorized 
body, and fix the responsibilities for systematic, continu- 
ous and scientific work in the adornment of our public 
grounds and streets.

Gardening in California— Flower and Vegetable. 


Sweet Lathyrus. 


HEN one visits the miles of sweet pea farms in 

the Santa Clara Valley and notes how rank and 
riotous the vines, how profuse and perfect the blossoms, 
the strength and purity of colors, he rapturously ex- 
claims with the immortal Milton: “O flowers, that 
never will in other climate grow.” 

So cosmopilitan is this popular flower that its bloom- 
ing season is eagerly awaited in al] the less favored 
climes as the sweet harbinger of the perfect fullness of 
spring. The seed is sown in the cool uncertain days fol- 
lowing the winter's close, and the first sweet pea to show 
its modest face is welcomed as an assurance that the 
days of chilling winds and biting frosts are past and the 
more tender, delicate plants may safely brave the ele- 
ments. 

In our land of sunshine the sweet pea may be our con- 
stant companion if judicious care be exercised to plant 
at proper periods throughout the year, for we have had 
them run rampant over fence and trellis while the gar- 


| dens east of the Rockies were mantled with winter’ 


8now and ice. 


The ankindliest season of the year for this flower in 
California seems to be in midsummer when, beneath our 
scorching summer’s gun, its petals shrivel and shrink 
until the blossoms are small, poor in color and texture, 
and sadly deficient in numbers.

_table garden are somewhat different, and, while a num- | 


ber of tegetable crops may be grown somewhere on the 
| farm, there is wanting that distinction so characteristic 
of the typical New England kitchen garden. 

It would be impossible to make an accurate estimate 
of the value of crops grown in the kitchen gardens of 
the United States, but from careful observation, the 
statement can safely be made that a well-kept garden 
will yield a return ten to fifteen times greater than 
would the same area and location if devoted to general 
farm crops. 7 

A half acre devoted to the various kinds of garden 
crops will easily supply a family with $100 worth of 
vegetables during the year, while the average return 
for farm crops is considerably less than one-tenth of 
this amount. A bountiful supply of vegetables close at 
hand where they can be secured at a few moments’ no- 
tice is of even more importance than the mere money 
value. 

Fresh vegetables from the home garden are not sub- 
jected to exposure on the markets or in transportation, 
and are not liable to become infected in any way. Many 
of the produets of the garden lose their characteristic 
flavor when not used within a dew hours after gathering. 
By means of the home garden the production of the 
vegetable supply for the family is directly under control 
and in many cases is the only way whereby clean, fresh 
produce may be secured. The home vegetable garden 
is worthy of increased attention, and a greater number 
and variety of crops should be included in the garden.

The World Does Not Move. 


UR fruit growers will be amused in reading the re- 

port-of a commission appointed in Western Australia 
to determine whether parasitic insects were of value to 
the fruit interests in that country. Some of the Aus- 
tralian entomologists contended that it was a useless 
waste of money to introduce beneficial insects into the 
orchards of the country, and the comniission in its re- 
port settled the matter in this summary way: “This is 
an old, abandoned scheme founded upon unnatural and 
impossible working principles, making a vain attempt 
to force nature to overreach immutable laws contrived 
and welded by an all-wise and beneficent Creator. Our 
present-day naturalists versed in this knowledge declare 
this precious scheme to be diametrically opposed to the 
workings of the sublime laws of rature.” 

Such dogmatic deciaration as this is very strange, 
and further the report of that commission is opposed 
to the policies of the fruit growers of that country. 
Nature’s laws decreed that the woolly aphis should be 
very destructive to the root of the ordinary apple tree, 


but scientific and practical horticulturists have found | 


that the root of the Northern Spy apple is immune from 
damage by this aphis, and the people of Australia were 
the first to adopt the Northern Spy as a grafting stock 
and thus adopted a scheme “diametrically opposed to 
the workings of the sublime laws of nature.” As to 
the failure of parasitic insects complained of by the 
Australian cOmmission I will just quote from the first 
record I pick up from -a mass of California reports. 
namely, an account of the work of beneficial insects 
in Alameda county. “Rhizobius ventralis are so plentiful 
that they keep the orange and olive tree clean of smut: 
the prune orchards are almost free from the brown 
apricot scale, which is kept in contro] by Comys fusca: 


“Vedalia cardinalis has wiped out an outbreak of white 


scale, and the scutellista cyanea has increased beyond 
expectations. “As these are all the insect pests we have 
to contend with, we hope in the future. as in the past, 


| to be able to contro] them with their natural enemies.” 
The gentleman who wrote this has merely touched upon 


the borders of what beneficial] insects have done for 
the fruit interests of California, and it is passing strange 
in view of all this testimony that an intelligent body of 
men should call all this warfare of one class of insects 
upon another “an old, abandoned scheme.” The fact is. 
if it were not for the presence of parasitic insects the 
horticultural industries of the world would have been 
long since wiped off the map, # indeed they could have 
reached any importance whatever. 


KITCHENER’S NARROW ESCAPES. 

It is significant of the keen interest taken in Lord 
Kitchener that his horse only has to stumble to set the 
cables working. The other day the general was rather 
sharply dismounted through his horse putting its hina 
leg in a hole, and straightway the evening papers broke 
out into scare headings. 


As a matter of fact, few men are more inured to acci- 
dents, or make lighter of them, than K. of K. His ca- 
reer has been beset with mishaps and exciting incidents, 
Scars he has in plenty. A mine exploded at Chatham, 
and permanently injured his right eye, condemning him 
to the use of glasses whenever he studies a chart. _ 

At the retaking of Tokar, in the Soudan, a bullet from 
a heavy Remington missed, as by a miracle, both wind- 
pipe and jugular and stuck embedded in the back mus- 
cles of his neck. 

There the bullet stayed ¢dor six months, until an errant 
fishbone set the Sirdar coughing, and landed Osman Dig- 
na’s souvenir in his table napkin. At Safad, in Galilee. 
he was attacked by fanatical Moslems while surveying, 
and a great negro gave him an ugly gash with a scimitar. 
Malaria! fever followed, and it is said that one burning 
afternoon the suffering hero exclaimed: “For the Lord's 
sake give me some of that beer!” On the same expe::- 


tion he had a narrow escape from drowning whilst en- | 


gaged in saving the life of Maj. Conder, who had gone

away from the shore by a strong current. 

He had another narrow escape from a serious accident 
when driving in a tonga at an early stage of his tour of 
the Northwest frontier. One of the ponies attached to 
the tonga became unmanageable, and the vehicle was 
hurled into a deep cavity at the side of the road. With 
characteristic presence of mind, Kitchener leaped into 
safety just as the tonga was tilting over the precipice. 

Then there was his serious accident at Simia in 1902. 
He was riding through a small tunnel when his horse 
became frightened, and threw him against a wall, break-" 
ing his leg. There he lay for some time suffering in- 
tensely, the natives who passed being afraid to do any- 
thing.

Diabetes and Diet. 


OMETIME ago an Ontario correspondent, who suf- 
fered from diabetes, started to make a thorough 
study of the cause and effects as displayed in his 


case. He wrote a letter, of which the following is a_ 


digest: 

“No one ever had diabetes whose teeth were always 
pure and healthy. Self-restraint is the foundation of all 
treatment. Sugar in all its forms must be avoided, also 
all meat, fish, eggs, milk, and concentrated syrups t!at 
taste sweet without the addition of sugar. [This would 
make a very limited dietary. Ed.}] Laborious exercise 
before breakfast is good, in the first part, and wad in 
the last part of the disease, after the symptoms dis- 
appear, especially if there is a nervous collapse. Avoid- 
ing milk gives the quickest recovery. Water must not 
be drunk during meals. Great care must be taken to 
avoid a chill. The craving for food when the meal is 
nearly over must not be taken for a healthy appetite.” 

The correspondent strongly recommends boiled or 
stewed onions, eaten three times a day, in considerable 
quantity. He attributes his cure largely to the use of 
onions. Any one of several other vegetables or fruits 
would have helped htm just as much. His system was 
probably lacking in certain organic salts. The onion 
ranks low in the total amount of salts it contains, as 
may be seen. from the table of Otto Carque, published 
in this department a few months ago. At the same tifhe, 
we should remember that there are certain ethereal qual- 
ities about nature’s foods that we cannot analyze in the 
laboratory any more than we can analyze the perfume of 


the rose. For instance, the pungent aroma of the onion, | 


that makes it so objectionable to some, the biting qual- 
ity of the radish, and the peculiar odor of the urine pro- 
duced by eating asparagus. It may be that all these 
qualities have some medicinal value, of which we know 
not. At any rate, we are well aware that the onion has 
a powerful effect on the liver, and that a good dish of 
onions will often settle a case of constipation. To ob- 
tain the greatest benefit, the onions should be eaten 
raw, which would be difficult for some people. In such 
case, steam the onions. Or substitute lettuce, or spin- 
ach, or strawberries—all of which are exceptionally rich 
in organic sajts—eating the spinach raw, in the shape 
of a salad. 
The correspondent also recommends green apples as 
Medicine, “‘to stir up the glands of the stomach.” Ques- 
tionable advice. He avoids fried, starchy food, eating 
doubile-toasted bread and farinacious foods in smal! 
quantities, “if enough onions are used to balance the 
food and prevent constipation.” Olive oil, he declares, 
is a slow irritant, and must be avoided in this disease. 
This is not true,.if the oil is thoroughly beaten up into 
an emulsion with a little tomato juice, or something of 
that kind, and eaten with a salad. It should not be 
taken otherwise by anybody, well or sick. Oranges, 
apricots, peaches and all citrus fruits, we are told, must 
be cooked, and no sugar used, Raw citrus fruit, he says, 
is exceptionally bad. Why? The editor would recom- 
mend all diabetics to partake liberally of fresh fruits 


of all kind, that are neither unripe nor overripe. Or- | 


anges make a fine breakfast for a diabetic. 

The ordinary theory in regard to the treatment of dia- 
betes is radically wrong. The idea is to eliminate sugar 
and raw starch, which is transformed into sugar in the 
body. Why is this done? Because, in diabetes, the 
body is unable to oxidize the sugar. Why is it so un- 
able? Because the blood is impoverished, by lack of 
the natural salts—nerve  starvation—which,’in turn, 
arises from eating emasculated food, or from removing 
the salts, in cooking. | 

Now, to cure a man of this condition, by removing the 
food that his system cannot negotiate, is just about as 
sensible as it would be to take a light burden from the 


back of a weak man, who is tottering under it, and then | 


to tell him that he is strong and well. Instead of simply 
removing the foods that the diabetic cannot use up, the 
effort should be to improve the condition of his blood, 
so that he may be able to digest, without harmful con- 
sequences, a reasonable amount 
starch. True, the editor believes both of these sub- 
stances to be undesirable for well and sick foods. 


a person in normal health should be able to consume a 


moderate amount of them. 


A cireular, issued by a firm that manufactures a dia- 


betic food, states that “in diabetes the starch is changed | 


into a form of sugar that stimulates the kidneys to in- 
creased activity.” This is not correct. Diabetes is not 
due to an increased manufacture of sugar in the body, 


but to an inability of the body to oxidize the sugar, | 


which has to be removed by the kidneys. In the same 


way, in obesity, the fat is not removed from the body,. 


but accumulates in the tissues, another proof that alll dis- 
ease is one—‘‘dis-ease,” or a lack of ease. | 


A deficiency of oxygen in the blood may be due to | 


overeating, alecoholism,: lack of exercise, but principally 
to the lack of calcium, sodium and iron in the food, as 
these are the elements which prevent the decomposition 
of the blood albumen of the liver into sugar and urea. 
Having a great affinity for oxygen, these elements be- 
eome also a source of vital warmth and electricity, and 
are consequently a sort of guarantee of health, and of

All artificial foods are harmful, containing only prox- 
imate food principles. Such, gor instance, as refined su- 
gar, gluten, preparations, white flour, etc., which are de- 
ficient in organic salts, All foods containing the above 
‘named mineral elements in abundance are beneficial, 
such as spinach, cabbage, apples, strawberries, peaches. 
There is no reason why the diet should be restricted to 
onions. We find the necessary elements more abun- 
dantly in other vegetables, and in fruits. Unpolished 


rice may be eaten in small quantities, 
In addition to this, diabetics should live and sleep in 


fresh air, and get regular light exercise. Water should | 
only be drunk according to thirst, which will be light, 
if plenty of green foods are eaten. 

In his pamphlet, “Medicinal Foods,” reprinted from 
the Care of the Body department, Otto Carqué says in 
reference to kidney and bladder ailments: | 

“All these ailments are caused by an insufficiency of 
oxygen and organic salts, chiefly due to an excess of 
meat eating, table salt and frequent indulgence in alco- 
holic beverages. Phosphate of potash is almost the 
only mineral basis present in meat, wine and beer, while 
merely traces of other salts are present. Bladder stones 
consist chiefly of phosphates and oxalates of lime and 
compound of urea. By means of sodium these deposits , 
are gradually dissolved and removed from the system. 

Without a liberal supply of sodium uric acid gradually 
accumulates in the system and lays the foundation for 
concretions in the capillaries, impeding circulation and 
providing local pains and spasms, common with meat 
eaters who spend much of their time in ill-ventilated 
rooms and drink beer and wine to quench their thirst.

“All artificial food preparations, such as gluten prod- 
ucts, should be avoided, as we can only derive the nec- 
essary organic salt drom natural foods. The following 
vegetables and fruits are indicated: Strawberries, ap- 
ples, prunes, peaches, spinach, carrots, asparagus, rad- 
ishes and onions. It generally takes a strict dietetic 
cure of at least three months to restore the normal 
function of the kidneys.” 

To the above remarks of Mr. Carqué, it may be added 
that diabetes is one of those diseases that are largely 
due to lack of proper elimination. When in addition to 
| this you have a large surplus consumption of food—often 
unwholesome food—it is not surprising that disease 
| should follow. It is a case of too much intake and im- 
perfect outlet. You will find that diabetes seldom trou- 
_ bles men who work hard in the open air. It is particu- 
larly a disease of sedentary people—of people who eat 
much and exercise little. The best thing for a diabetic 
to do is to go up into a mountain lumber camp and earn 
his living. When you can’t do that, however, you may

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What Not to Feed Children. 


66 YGIENE OF THE NURSERY” is the title of a 
' book by Louis Starr, M.D., now in its seventh 
edition. The author treats on such subjects as the fea- 
tures of health, the nursery, the nursemaid, clothing, 
exercise and amusements, sleep, bathing, food, dietary, 
massage emergencies. 
Referring to indications of disease, the author says: 
“Incomplete closure of the eyelids, rendering the 
whites of the eyes visible during sleep, is a symptom 
in all acute and chronic diseases of a severe type. It is 
also to be observed when rest is rendered unsound by 
pain, wherever seated. Twitching of the eyelids, associ- 
ated with oscillation of the eyeballs or squinting, her- 
alds the visit 6¢ convulsions. Widening of the orifices 
of the nose, with movements of the nostrils to and fro, 
points to embarrassed breathing from diseases of the 
lungs or their pleural investment. Contraction of the 
brows indicates pain in the head; sharpness of the nos- 
trils, pain in the chest; and a drawn upper lip, pain in 
the abdomen. To make a genéral rule, it may be stated 
that the upper third of the face is altered in, expression 
in affections of the brain: the middle third in diseases 
of the chest, and the lower third in diseases of the or- | 
gans contained in the abdominal cavity.” 

The earfier chapters contain useful information and 
good advice. When we come to the question of food, 
however, the author, as in the case~of most members of 
the “regular” medical fraternity, is away off, preaching 
a most dangerous doctrine. For instance, in a menu 
for children over three and a half years old, he recom- 
mends, for breakfast, fish or eggs, or chicken hash, or 
stewed liver or kidney, the latter the depurating organs 
of an animal. For dinner, soup, meat and vegetables. 
Among other preparations recommended for young chil- 
dren—and for which recipes are given—are “peptonized 
beef tea,” “peptonized oysters,” “meat broths,” “raw 
beef juice,” consommé, chicken broth, veal broth, oyster 
soup. In regard to raw beef, pounded up, he says: “A 
teaspoonful of this pulp, three or four times daily, will 
be sufficient for a child one year old,” Doubtless! 

The author gives a “no milk’’ diet for acute gastro in- 
testinal disorders. This includes veal broth and raw 
Again, a diet for chronic gas- 
tro intestinal catarrh includes beef, chicken or mutton 
broth, chops, poultry, game, fish and raw oysters. And, 
to cap the climax, the author says: “If there be great 
debility, small doses of whisky, well diluted, may be 
allowed.” 

A diet for chronic diarrhoea, when milk foods undergo 
acid fermentation, in children from six to twelve months 
old, includes veal broth, chicken broth, the yolk of a 
raw egg and ten drops of brandy. A diet where there is 
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excess of ‘uric acid, in children four years of age, actu- 
ally includes meat broth, chicken, turkey, wild fowl or 
fish. Any semi-intelligent person, who las studied the 
rudiments of food values, knows that meat broth is 
composed mainly of urates drom the animal, plus water. 


age, includes raw or stewed oysters, meat, oyster or clam 
broth, roast beef or mutton with gravy, and stewed 
oysters or sweetbread. Sweetbread contains a larger 
amount of the purins than any other known food sub- 
stance. 

The author, furthermore, advises a woman who has a 
scant supply of milk to use freely animal broths, also | 
“tonics,” such as “beef, wine and iron.” What folly, | 
instead of advising the mother to consume food that is 
rich in the organic salts, such as raw fruits, salads 
and vegetables. 
A little table salt is recommended to be added to the | 
food of infants, after the second week. A rotten idea, 
this, of giving a mineral poison to a child, so soon after | 
it enters the world. 
The author recommends the sterilization of milk, and | 
describes a sterilizer he invented, ignoring the fact that | 
sterilized milk is starvation food, deprived of the or- |

and other ailments, from which so many infants suffer, 
when deprived of the mother’s milk. Yet, on another 
page, the author says: 


“Infants fed on condensed milk, though fat, are pale, 


lethargic and flabby; al large, are far from 
strong; have little power to resist disease; often cut 
their teeth late, and are very likely to drift into rickets. 
It must be remembered, also, that condensed milk, when 
long kept, or when packed in imperfect cans, not infre- 
quently undergoes decomposition, and thus becomes 
utterly unfit for use.” , 


Exactly. And the reason, which Dr. Starr apparently 
fails to grasp, is that in such milk the organic salts 
are changed, or destroyed by heating. He also recom- 
mends a peptonized animal food, prepared by a New 
York firm, whose name he advertises. 

On the other hand, Dr. Starr properly calls attention 
to. the mistake of pacifying infants by constant feeding. 
He also properly condemns the use of starch foods. In 
a later chapter the author has some good words to say 
in regard to massage. 

It is, in the editor’s opinion, a crime to give forth 
such misleading and dangerous advice in regard to the 
feeding of infants—advice that, when followed, must 
necessarily be the cause of the death of thousands of in- 
nocents. Bearing in mind these exceptions, the book 
contains much useful information. Published by P.

heading, “Medical. Wonders and Medical Blunders—<A

We are today depending 
upon various pie-hunting medical and political gods to 
preserve the public health, who seem to know as little 
about these ‘big four’ laws as some of the men elected 
to Congress know about the Federal Constitution, or 
Calvin’s confession of daith. By chasing the harmless 
microbes and instilling the public mind with fear of con- 
tagion, and the benefits of quarantine and vaccination, 
we have quite lost sight of the enormous meaning of 

“The fact stares us in the face that if the profession 
would give the public what they actually claim to give 
them, more than one-half of the physicians would have 
to go out of business. These are two widely-separated 
and antagonistic propositions. I don’t see how they can 
live together, any more than divine love and the devil 

. himself. JI have always maintained that a separate or- 
ganization should exist for the purpose of educating the 
people and this body should see that the people were 
given the opportunity to live right: and that they did 
live right. Then the physician’s duty would be solely 
to properly treat those who through ignorance or negli- 
gence should violate the laws here set forth. No man is 

-~ going into any kind of business and then stand in ¢ront 
of his store and demonstrate to the public that they can 
get along without buying his goods.” |

But com- 
pared to other countries .the United 
States has a commanding lead. 

The expenditures per acre in the 
United States to care for its forests 
as compared with expenditures by 
other countries is _ ridiculously low. 
All told, Jess than one thousand rang- 
ers guard Or petrol this vast domain. 
The cost to the government per acre 
for the maintenance t forest 
bureau is only one gt three-fifths 
cents. In France, Prussia and Switz- 
land it exceeds one dollar an acre.

It should be 
thoroughly understood that the vast 
acreage which has been set apart for 
forest reserves does not include land 
desirable for agriculture. Throughout 
the Rocky Mountain and Pacific 
Coast regions there are vast areas of 
high and rocky land sometimes dense- 
ly timbered but unfit for agriculture. 
If unreserved* these lands would never 
be taken by homesteaders. The most 
careful examination i#®made to deter- 
mine whether the lands could be util- 
ized for agriculture before they are set 
apart. But even if some homesteader 
should desire them they can be taken 
even after reserved by the government 
for forestry purposes. 

Nor is the vast domain which has 
been taken by the government any the 
less available for grazing purposes be- 
cause it is under government direction.

Colom- 
bia receives her manufactured products 
in large part from England, but her 
imports are less than those carried 
Into either Peru or Chile. However, 
Colombia rivals Mexico in most excel- 
lent coffee and tobacco, which reach 
the New York market via Hamburg. 
The annual foreign. trade of the re- 
ublic of Ecuador now reaches $40,- 

000, of which $16,000,000 relates to 
imports, thus showing a respectable 
balance of trade. The United States 
fs acquiring foothold tn Ecuador: last 
year 32 per cent. of the imports were 
from the United States, the volume of 
American good. destined for Ecuador 
having increased 135 per cent. during 
the past twelve years.

Frank J. Kelly, the trainer, tells of 
an old time fight which he witnessed 
twenty-one years ago. It was when 
Jack Dempsey defeated George .La- 
blanche. “the Marine.” at Larchmont, 
Long Island, March 4, 1886. The men 
fought thirteen rounds with 
gloves under the old London rules and 
the battle lasted almost two hours. 
“It was Sunday morning about 9% 
o'clock when we dodged the police,” 
says Kelly. “We went to an old barn 
standing on the shore of Long Isiand 
Sound.

Season. Opens Month Later 
Than Formerly.

Unusually. High. 
Found in All Streams, 
Fly and Bait Fishing Taken 
in Comparison. 
Trout | fishing will not open until 


May 1 this year. Phenomenally heavy 
Snowfall and considerably more than 


‘ithe usual quota. of rainfall have com- 
-bined to make conditioius on the 


streams such that wera, the oll law 
in effect, very few of the seasoned 
rodsters would waste time there upon 
the strength of the fish prcoepect. With 
roily water, and such high levels 
everywhere that wading is almost im- 
possible work, there is Witle encour- 
agement to be found at present for the 
fly ‘fisher. 

Putting off the opening unti] May 


although in some yeara it is quite 
practicable to fish April 1, and good 
catches may be had, even at that 
early season. The water is cold then 
and the fish are generally in very good 
order in consequence. : 

There should be plenty of water in 
all the Southern California rivers the 
greater part of the summer, and the 
fishing bids fair to Jast longer than 
usual. There are always more or less 
trout in the San Gabriel, but after 
they have been fished two or three 
months they become very hard to 
eatch. Periodically the stream is 
Stocked anew, but the power com- 
panies’ intakes, and their custom of 
draining portions of the river at times 
is very apt to result in the destruction 
of fish. Henry O'Melveny and other 
Creel Club members and the county 
fame warden have done good work in 
saving trout impounded in the pools 
thus formed: Last week the process 
was repeated bythe power companies, 
but it is sain an arrangement whereby 
the fish were saved was cfrected.

Natives Become Very Proficient in 
Capture of Marine Game Fish With 
Crudest Kind of Toole—Lecal Va- 
rieties in island Waters Are Com- 
mon. 


The,.bone and pearl jigs so much 


seded within the last two or ‘ three 
years by metallic devices made for the 
same purpose. While the present. form 
of thé bone jig has come about through 
a sort of evolution, there can be but 
littie doubt that the first were 
made by whalemen and other sadjlors 
after visits to the Hawaiian and other 
oceanic isles where similat devices are 
employed by the natives in fishing for 
bonita, albacore and other large pred- 
atory fishes of the mackerel order. 
The method 4till employed by the 
Hewalian islanders in the capture of 
these fish is picturesque in the extreme. 
With a stout twelve-foot cane pole 
and a line a little shorter tnan the 
rod bearing at its distal end a fish- 
sha jig hewn out of mother-of- ri, 
armed with either a stout recurved |

Ways of Cooking Fish. 


Fish needs to be very thoroughly 
and well seasoned. Twelve minutes to 
the pound is the rule for baking. When 
possible, rub in coarse salt on both the 
inside and outside of the fish and al- 
low it to stand for some time, then 
wash thoroughly and wipe dry before 
preparing. Before cooking some va- 
rieties of fish, such as flounder and 
halibut, many cooks marinaté it for 
an hour or two in a mixture of four 
tablespoonfuls of olive oil, one table- 
spoonful of lemon juice and a little 
salt and pepper. A bit of grated 
cheese is sometimes used, and the fish 
is turned several times, that the mix- 
ture may penetrate thoroughly. 
large, firm fish steaming renders the 
flesh more delicate. After thoroughly 
cleaning the fish wrap it in a damp- 
ened and elichtly floured cheese cloth, 
lay on a plate, and steam till the flesh 
leaves the bones. Small fish are more 
palatable when rolled in corn meal and 
fried briskly tn hot salt pork fat. 

For fish cutlets, remove the skin and 
bones from sufficient fish to nmke one 


pound, and pass twice though a meat |

along under it and scraping

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chopper. Any kind of large fish will 
do, but halibut ts especially fine. Cream 
one-fourth cupful of butter and work 
the fish, adding three 
tablespoonfule of cream, one-half tea- 
spoonful of salt, a dash of pepper, and, 
if liked, a few drops of onion juice. 
Form: the mixture into. eight cutlet 
shapes, rol! in sifted bread crumbs, 
chill. Beat an egg with one tabie- 
spoonful of wafer, dip the cutlets in, 
roll again in crumba, and fry deep 
fat about five minutes. 
To bake a fish, split lengthwise, as 
for broiling, and remove the backbone 
running a sharp-pointed knife 
the flesh

bacon, es bake until firm and brown. 
Serve th a browned butter sauce
